2. Timing. President Nixon desires to make this initiative public 
at the end of September or early in October. He will want to state 
that this initiative has the general endorsement of the governments 
of Viet-Nam, Laos, and Cambodia. He would also expect that our 
two delegations to the Paris talks would join in the initiative. 

3. Approaches to Cambodia and Laos. We expect to make 
parallel approaches to Lon Nol and Souvanna Phouma in the near 
future. We do not intend to disclose our intentions to any others 

at this time. 
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
